A farmer who has devoted his life- 


time, to the study of feeding generally 
has more success' through his common 
sense methods than any scientific 
analysis can supply. If such a feeder 
could have on hand all of the In- 
gredients (most by-products of cereal 
manufacture), which according to the 
market at the time would be more 
economical, he could, through his ex- 
perience, be very successful In mix- 
ing his feeds. But the difficulty with 
the average man is to maintain an 
economical ration from the products 
of his own farm. 


He may be an expert, If he chooses 


to study out a new ration every time 
the market changes, but he generally 
prefers to let someone who makes a 
business of mixing feeds do it. for him.' 
No doubt the majority of users of 
mixed feeds begin to buy it because 
of a shortage of forage and grain 
crops on the farm.

several instances of a rude but ef- 
fective censorship 
applied by the

"Lincoln's Hirelings," th« people of 
the community made a visit to the 
offending sanctum, 
wrecked 
the 


presses, threw the type out of the 
window, and thus barred that par- 
ticular sheet from the mails quite as 
effectively as Mr. Burleson could un- 
der the spy bill which he proposed. 
It may be urged that Mr. Burleson 
would have been working under 
'forms • of law, while the other cen- 
sors of an earlier day, were law- 
breakers. This is true. But it is 
also true that, the latter did their 
work so effectively that it required 
only a few applications of this kind 
of censorship 
to produce the de- 


sired result all over the country.

Who gives the privilege t( 
vote to certain people and keeps th 
privilege from, others? The privileg 
is conferred by the people themselve 
in their constitution and theoreticall: 
at least the people single out that par 
of the population which is best nttei~ 
to exercise the suffrage and confer th 
privilege upon them. Some are ex 
eluded expressly because they are no 
deemed fit. 
If we could imagine all the peopl 


of the state assembled together we 
would probably find them reasonlni 
on the question "who should vote"? 
about like this: They would agree 
that insane, and otherwise dementei 
people should not vote because they 
would not be responsible. They would 
next exclude criminals because thej 
are not fit voters if they willingly 
break the laws. They-would exclude 
children because they would be im- 
mature in judgment They, would ex 
elude paupers who are supported a 
public expense because they are wards 
of the state. 
They might exclud 


other classes who were deemed to bi 
too Ignorant because of their 
and they might go so far as to exclude 
women as they did in most states 
There jrould be left then the men who 
are not of any of the classes excluded 
They would expect these men to be 
citizens of the country because i 
would be no business of a man to take 
part in governing a state of which he 
was not a citizen. 
The duty of the history of suffrage 


brings us to the same point but the 
result was not accomplished by gen 
eral agreement of all the people of a 
state. We got bur suffrage institutions 
from England. In the beginning the 
king controlled. He gave the people 
no part in government. Then suffrage 
was extended to selected classes ol 
men. Gradually the vote was granted 
to more and more classes of men un 
til universal manhood suffrage pre- 
vailed. When the colonies became in 
dependent they extended the suffrage 
some adopting full manhood suffrage 
and others restricting it by religious 
tests, property tests, and educational 
iests. Step fcy step these restrictions 
have b«on removed and the suffrage 
widened. Today the women vote in 
nearly every state for some officers 
and upon some questions. In.eleven 
states they vote on the same condi- 
'ions as men and in two stages, Indi- 
ana and Illinois, they vote for the 
larger part of the officers but not all. 
Probably we ihave now reached the 


limit of suffrage grants. " Tnere are 
no more classes to be enfranchised 
and the century long struggle is about 
to be closed by the complete enfran- 
chisement of women.- In all proba- 
jility we shall not iovrer the age limit. 
No one demands that we shall grant 
the right to vote to any of the defect 
Ive classes how excluded. We have 
n Indiana permitted foreigners who 
have declared their intentions to be- 
come citizens to vote. ^Thif w, the 
extreme limit of liberality J"hich*we 
shall doubtless want to resffict rsither 
than enlarge. So we have completed 
the enfranchisement of the race so 
'ar as it is possible to go and that 
chapter will be closed in Indiana when 
full suffrage is granted to women. 
Perhaps we should make some re- 
strictions but that matter will be dis- 
cussed later on.

The conditions of full suffrage in In- 


diana are these:.

I 
Sex—A voter must he a male citi- 


zen or a male foreigner who has 
declared his intentions. 


2, Age—Every voter must be at least 


21 years of age. 
3 Residence—Every voter must have 


resided in the state six months 
and in the township sixty days 
and in the ward or precinct thir- 
ty days. Foreigners must, in ad- 
dition, have resided in the United 
States one year. 
4. Registration—Every voter must he 
registered according to law. At 
present the law requires him to 
register at the office of the board 
of registration at the court house 
of his county at least twenty- 
nine days before election. 
He 


may go in person and be regis- 
tered or send his sworn state- 
ment to tho board. The registra- 
tion offices are open every day 
for six months before,a regular 
election. For the special const!' 


tutlonal' convention election the 
registration office is open 'from 
June 20 to Au*n«t. 19. ot this year 


5. Exclusions— Any person who fights 


a duel, challenger for a' (liter or 
carries a challenge may. not vote. 
The legislature may depriverp<MC 
sons convicted of crime of th« 
right to vote. Such-livwa hav« 
been. passed. • - • . ' -

These provisions for voting are fixed 


by the constitution and can not be 
changed except by changing the con- 
stitution. They are rights 'which art 
conferred upon the vo 
not be taken away. 
and; inay 
safeguard 
themselves against arbitrary interfer- 
ence in the exercise of these rights 
the constitution declares, that electors 
shall be free from arrest "In going to 
elections, 
during their 
attendance 


there, and in returning from the same'* 
except in cases of-murder, treason, or 
breach of the peace. 


From the experience under the suf- 


frage provisions the following propos- 
als for changes have been made: 
1. Limit the right of suffrage to citi- 


zens of the United States instead 
of permitting a foreigner to vote 
who has merely declared big in- 
tentions. 
-This would deprive 


about 50,000 foreigners at pres- 
ent of their right to vote. 


2. Make it optional to have registra- 


tion only in places where It IB 
needed. It Is argued with truth 
that registration is not needed 
in 
rural 
communities 
where 


every one knows every one else 
but that it is needed In popula- 
tion centers where voters are 
voted fraudulently under ficti- 
tious names. At present tt is 
claimed that the same kind of 
regulation, must be had every- 
where in the state rexardleaa of 
the need. 


3. Give full suffrage to women. 


Establish an educational test. 
Require the payment of a poll tax 


or other tax as a prerequisite for 
voting.

These subjects will be discussed In 


the two next chapters. There still 
remains 
chapter 
to be discussed ' in this 
the 
very imp0rtant mat- 


er of naturalization because, upon it 
depends the voting rights of our for- 
eign population. At present we re- 
quire the declaration of intentions to 
become a citizen. This declaration 
may be made by any white person or 
my African but not by a A^ongolian. 
This declaration is filed in the office of 
the clerk of any state court of rec- 
ord or any federal court Where the 
applicant lives and must state the 
name, age, occupation, time and place 
of arrival in the United States and 
must declare that the applicant ex- 
pects to become a citizen. An appli- 
cant must be at least 18 years of-age. 
Honorable discharge from the United 
States army or navy takes the place 
of a declaration. The widow ana mi- 
nor children of a man who has de- 
clared his intentions 'need.not.after- 
wards make such a declaration to be- 
ome citizens. In Indiana this.declara- 
ion gives the alien the right to vote 
f he has resided In the United States 
>ne year and has the ;requirements for 
voting required of citizens. To cqfl- 
inue to vote the alien need not e.ver 
ecome a citizen. After declaring his 
ntentions he may vote forever in this 
tate.

To become a citizen the alien-must 
ive in the United States five' years 
and in the state one year, and at least 
wo years must have elapsed since his' 
eclaration of intentions Was' filed. 
Citizenship is obtained upon the pre- 
entation of a petition to a State or 
ederal court where he resides, show- 
ng the facts about his. past iistory, 
•hen he came to this county, etc. tte.

State Entomologist Urges People 


to <3et Rid of Them in Order 


to Kill Bugs 


FEW PLANTS ARE EXEMPT 


( By United Pnu.) 


Indianapolis, Ind., 
June '20.—• 


Clean out the weeds and kiH the; 
tarnished plant' bug which • attacks 
a wider range of plants than any 
other garden pest. This is the ad- 
vice of -Frank Wallace, state ento-; 
mologist, in a statement today. 


"Few plants are exempt from this' 


insect's depredations 
and 
often: 


damage is done and. the insects gone 
before injury is looked for. Adults 
hibernate and are on hand when the 
plants'come up. Eggs are laid on 
stems or leaves and the young feed 
on th« plants uatil 
they are full, 


grown. Wings are 
then developed, 


and they fly to other plants. 


"The -adults are 
active and are, 


difficult to .control with a spray sol- 
ution, so- control methods must be 
applied to ffche ytfung. Nicotjne sul- 
phate, whale ail, 'soap or kerosene 
emulsion should .be used and the un- 
dersides of the leaves 
thoroughly 


sprayed.'
